All of the laureates had a 
chance to perform for the 
public on the feriy as a part 
of Free Verse. 

Shauntay Grant, Hali¬ 
fax’s laureate and event or¬ 
ganizer, said it’s an 
opportunity to share poetiy 


with the community. 

“I was thinking ‘where 
could we do a reading that 
hasn’t been done’ and it 
seemed like a pretty cool 
spot,” she said before per¬ 
forming a verse to the 
sounds of saxophonist Rob 
Crowell.

“Little by little I lost 
my weight,” said 
Aucoin, who received 
the honour by losing 
the most weight in the 
province. 

“I didn’t have any 
problems with my 
health, but you just feel 
so much better.”

Blowback from 
memo continues

needs to happen.” 



Cole Harbour Coun. Lorelei 
Nicoll wants any councillor 
who drives drunk to apolo¬ 
gize before council and 
seek the appropriate treat¬ 
ment. 

And she has a personal 
reason for that. 

Nicoll’s brother, Roger 
Fougere, was killed by a 
drunk driver in 1983. The 
22-year-old was driving 
from his home in Cape Bre¬ 


ton to Halifax when his ve¬ 
hicle was struck from be¬ 
hind. Both Fougere and his 
girlfriend were killed. 

“It was a veiy tragic acci¬ 
dent,” said Nicoll. 

“I’d like to think it 
wasn’t in vain, (because) 
that’s when the province 
started to step up, but, I 
mean, look how many 
years ago and here we are 
talking about it.” 

Nicoll said she has not 
seen any of her council col¬ 
leagues get behind the 
wheel while drunk. 


But she said if any are, 
they owe council and their 
constituents an apology. 

“(I hope that) if some¬ 
body has a problem at 
council, that they admit to 
it on their own and that 
they seek help,” she said. 


Nicoll made the remarks 
in reference to a memo 
Mayor Peter Kelly sent out 
to councillors regarding im¬ 
paired driving. 

The memo did not ac¬ 
cuse any councillors of do¬ 
ing so.

Job cuts at 
Bell Aliant 

ECONOMY. Bell Aliant has 
laid out cost-reduction 
plans for nearly 3,000 
unionized employees in 
Atlantic Canada, one 
month after they voted to 
reject a tentative contract. 

The company says it 
now intends to utilize 
more private contractors 
in beefing up its fibre op¬ 
tic lines and reduce the 
number of customer call 
centres in the region from 
five to two. It says it 
would also consolidate en¬ 
gineering and operations 
and eliminate post¬ 
employment benefits 
such as health care on 
Dec. 31. 

Details on the number 
of job cuts and where 
they would be made are 
not expected until the 
fall. The current 


agreement with the 
unionized workers does 
not expire until the end of 
next year. Bell Aliant pro¬ 
vides telephone, Internet 
and other services to cus¬ 
tomers in six Canadian 
provinces,

Industries get 
clean boost 

PROVINCE. The 

government of Nova Sco¬ 
tia announced $2 million 
in funding Thursday to 
help some local industries 
switch to cleaner 
technologies. The Lafarge 
cement plant in 
Brookfield will get 
$670,000, a move the gov¬ 
ernment says will help it 
become the first in North 
America to produce low¬ 
er-carbon cement. Carbon 
Sense Solutions in Hali¬ 
fax is getting $467,000 to 
capture carbon dioxide 
in pre-formed concrete 
on an industrial scale.

A soldier’s 
story 

I can’t speak for the 
Canadian Forces as a 
whole, but my 
experiences so far of be¬ 
ing gay and out in the 
militaiy have been noth¬ 
ing but positive. In gen¬ 
eral, people are veiy 
supportive. 

In my office at work, 
everybody knows and 
has met my partner and 
treats me the same as 
eveiybody else. Of 
course, there are still 
comments like “that’s 
gay,” but the people say¬ 
ing this don’t intend any 
malice and only say it be¬ 
cause it’s such a 
common saying and it’s 
hard to break old habits. 

I find the best way to 
deal with it is to make a 


the world’s leading advo¬ 
cates of open integration. 

Rana Sioufi, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Forces, says 
after the abolition of the 
Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell poli¬ 
cy, the Armed Forces no 
longer has a specific policy 
for gay and lesbian mem¬ 
bers and uniformed per- 


jolce about it and say 
something like, “How do 
you know?” and it 
doesn’t bother me. 

In my experience, be¬ 
ing gay in the CF is 
entirely supported by 
the chain of command 
and the organization in 
general. For example, 
the CF has a strict no-tol- 
erance policy of harass¬ 
ment of any kind, 
including of a sexual-ori¬ 
entation nature. As 
another example, my 
partner and I are 
common-law and we are 
entitled to all of the 
same benefits within 
DND that a heterosexual 
couple is entitled to. 

This isn’t to say that 
eveiybody in the CF ac¬ 
cepts gays in the militaiy 
on a personal level, but 
as an organization it is 
fully supported.”

sonnel regularly march in 
Pride parades and many in 
base chapels. 

“Members who are 
same-sex partners are enti¬ 
tled to the same respect 
and dignity as heterosexu¬ 
al married couples or com¬ 
mon-law partners,” Sioufi 
says. 

That’s a long way from 
the treatment Michelle 
Douglas received in 1989. 
She complied with the se¬ 
cretive policy by not re¬ 
vealing she was a lesbian, 
but the Special Investiga¬ 
tions Unit kicked in the 
closet door. 

Douglas was interrogat¬ 
ed on the suspicion she 
was gay and ultimately dis¬ 
missed on the grounds 
that she was “not advanta¬ 
geously employable due to 
homosexuality.” 

“ft was a veiy, very dif¬ 
ferent time,” the Toronto 
woman says. “There was a 
sense that gays in the mili¬ 
tary were somehow tanta¬ 
mount to criminals. It was 
a really sad approach.” 

Douglas fought back in 
court and her action led to 
the Forces abandoning 
Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell in 
1992. That paved the way 
for rapid change.

... but in the end, Canada 
did the right thing and I’m

“Part of that may have 
been guilt,” she says.

mentor, I couldn’t do it. 

“ft was such a betrayal,” 
she adds of the policy she 
believes forces people to 
lie about who they are and 
who they love, “ft was 
heartbreaking.” 

Paty, now a minister in 
the Safe Harbour Metro¬ 
politan Community 

Church, hopes the U.S. can 
follow her new home’s ex¬ 
ample. 

“I’m hoping we can 
come even remotely close 
to what it sounds like was 
a pretty good transition (in 
Canada),” she says.

BP finally choked off the 
flow of oil into the Gulf of 
Mexico on Thursday — 85 
days and up to 697-million 
litres after the crisis un¬ 
folded — then began a 
tense 48 hours of watching 
to see whether the capped- 
off well would hold or 
blow a new leak. 

To the relief of millions 
of people along the Gulf 


The numbers 

The stoppage came 85 
days, 16 hours and 25 min¬ 
utes after the first report 
on April 20 of an 
explosion on the BP- 
leased Deepwater Horizon 
oil rig that killed 11 work¬ 
ers. Between 94 and 184 - 
million gallons of oil 
spilled into the Gulf, say 
government estimates. 


Coast, the big, billowing 
brown cloud of crude at 
the bottom of the sea dis¬ 
appeared from the under¬ 
water video feed for the 
first time since the disaster 
began in April, as BP 
closed the last of three 
openings in the 75-ton cap 
lowered onto the well ear¬ 
lier this week. 

But the company 
stopped far short of declar¬ 
ing victory over the 
biggest offshore oil spill in 
U.S. history and one of the 
nation’s worst environ¬ 
mental disasters, a catas¬ 
trophe that has killed 
wildlife and threatened 
the livelihoods of fisher¬ 
men, restaurateurs and oil 
industry workers from 
Texas to Florida. 

Now begins a waiting 
period during which engi¬ 
neers will monitor pres¬ 


sure gauges and watch for 
signs of leaks elsewhere in 
the well. The biggest risk: 
Pressure from the oil gush¬ 


ing out of the ground 
could fracture the well and 
make the leak even worse. 
“For the people living 


on the Gulf, I’m certainly 
not going to guess their 
emotions,” BP vice-presi¬ 
dent Kent Wells said. 


“I hope they’re encour¬ 
aged there’s no oil going 
into the Gulf of Mexico.”

Appeal denied 
in luring case 


JUSTICE. The country’s top 
court has upheld the con¬ 
viction of an Edmonton 
man charged with luring 
a 13-year-old boy on the 
Internet. 

In a unanimous 9-0 
ruling released Thursday, 
the Supreme Court of 
Canada dismissed 
Michell Rayal Levigne’s 
appeal. 

Writing for the court, 
Justice Morris J. Fish said 
that under the law Levi- 
gne is presumed to have 
believed that a police of¬ 
ficer who baited him on 
the Internet was a 13- 
year-old boy calling him¬ 
self Jessy G. 

Fish said Levigne did 
not take the “reasonable 
steps” required by law to 
determine whether the 
person he was communi¬ 


cating with was in fact 13 
before arranging a sexual 
liaison. 

“The accused’s convic¬ 
tions must be upheld,” 
Fish wrote. 

Levigne, 50, was 
initially found not guilty 
of Internet luring, but 
was later convicted on 
appeal.

Ship remnants 
found at WTC 

FINDING. The decayed hull 
of a centuries-old ship 
was unearthed at the 
World Trade Center con¬ 
struction site, providing 
a glimpse into the history 
of Manhattan, archeolo¬ 
gists said. 

The 10-metre-long 
ship hull apparently was 
used in the 18th century 
as part of the fill that ex¬ 
tended lower Manhattan 
into the Hudson River, 
archeologist Michael Pap- 
palardo told reporters 
gathered at the site of 
the Sept. 11,2001, 
attacks. 

The ship, Pappalardo 
explained, likely dated 
back at least 200 years 
when part of the river 
was filled in with trash, 
debris and wooden 
beams in order to expand 
a fast-growing 
Manhattan. 

Many other kinds of 
antique debris have also 
been found.

name and reuniting with 
his family. 

The fact that something 
this far-fetched seems per¬ 


fectly plausible on screen is 
a testament to how good 
writer/director Nolan is. 
The world of the film has 
very clear rules, and while 
the cast has to spend some 
time explaining those rules 
to each other, it never feels 
leaden or expository. 

Nolan can’t take all the 
credit for this, as DiCaprio 
and the rest of the cast 
shine in their roles. 
Notable standouts are a 


dashing Thomas Hardy as 
quippy counterfeiter and 
Ellen Page as an architec¬ 
tural student — and the 
audience’s best vantage 
point into the story. 

Overall, the film delivers 
on all levels, mixing 
suspense, gunplay, 
romance, mind-bending ef¬ 
fects and thought-provok¬ 
ing themes.

We can all conjure up an image of what Mer¬ 
lin the Magician looks like. He appears in 
dozens of movies, everything from the 
Disney cartoon Sword and the Sorcerer to 
Monty Python and the Holy Grail. 


W hile we may not be able to nail the 
specifics — eye colour or height — 
the basics are easy — kindly old man 
with a long white beard, pointy hat, 
flowing robe. That’s the likeness of 
the magician that has graced movies 
for decades — including this weekend’s The 
Sorcerer’s Apprentice starring Nicolas Cage as a magi¬ 
cian and Jay Baruchel as his nerdy protege — but over 
the years there have been a number of interpretations 
of the character.

Sometimes an actor can 
draw on personal experi¬ 
ence for a role, and some¬ 
times he just has to use his 
imagination. 

For Mark Ruffalo, play¬ 
ing a former sperm donor 
approached by the chil¬ 
dren he anonymously fa¬ 
thered in The Kids Are All 
Right involved quite a bit 
of imagination. 

“I wish they had a 
sperm bank in my low-in¬ 
come latino neighbour¬ 
hood that I was in when I 
could’ve used it,” Ruffalo 
says. “I think I wasted a lot 


of talent back then. If I’d 
have known, you know, 60 
bucks a pop? That was real¬ 
ly good money for me. I 
would be lucky if I made 
$60 in a day working back 
then.” 

When the kids of the ti¬ 
tle (Mia Wasikowska and 
Josh Hutcherson) make 
contact with Ruffalo’s Paul, 
it quickly upsets the bal¬ 
ance of their home and the 
marriage of their lesbian 
parents (Annette Bening 
and Julianne Moore). “The 
600-pound gorilla is it’s a 
lesbian movie, and we’re in 
the middle of this huge de¬ 
bate about gay marriage,” 
Ruffalo says. 

“But what I really loved 
about it when I read it was 


how quickly the novelty of 
the gay marriage and the 
sperm donor thing just falls 
away. “It’s just a really hon¬ 
est movie about family.” 

Of course, he’s found 
some viewers who have a 
harder time getting past 
some of the subject matter 
than others. 

“After an interview on 
TV, a woman said, ‘And by 
the way, I’m a lesbian, and 
you lay off our women!’ 
And she totally meant it,” 
Ruffalo says. 

“At first I thought she 
was kidding, and then 
quickly I realized that she 
was really serious. And 
that she was going to, like, 
arm-wrestle me or some¬ 
thing.”

Lost Chaplin 
silent turns 
up at sale 

A short silent comedy 
that was lost for decades 
holds a big surprise for 
film buffs and historians 
when a familiar face 
emerges from the bushes 
in police uniform and 
that unforgettable mous¬ 
tache.

Jimmy Cliff refuses to 
stand still, literally.

C ourtney Love isn’t 
crazy. At least not 
the Courtney I’ve 
been talking to. 
Since March, I’ve spent 
hours talking with her, 
both on the phone and 
face-to-face.

The lime cordial is reduced 
lime juice (also 100 per 
cent) with agave nectar 
and kaffir lime leaves for 
flavour and spice. 

“We really went to great 


lengths to make sure that 
this is as natural and as de¬ 
licious as it can be,” he 
says. 

“Some purists say noth¬ 
ing compares to mixing 
your cocktails from 
scratch, but says Zaric,

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A record day 
for Old Course 

O Rory Mcllroy, 21, posts a 63 for best-ever start to the British Open

In the 137 years since the 
British Open first came to 
St. Andrews, the Old Cour¬ 
se rarely has been such a 
pushover. Rarer still was 
the score Rory Mcllroy de¬ 
livered. 

Whether it was the 
luck of the draw or his 
tantalizing talent really 
didn’t matter. 

In conditions so calm 
that not a hair on his con¬ 
siderable mop was out of 
place, Mcllroy set off on 
an incredible run into the 
record book Thursday 
with a 9-under 63 that ga¬ 
ve him a two-shot lead. 

“Going out there this 
morning with no wind, 
you’re never going to get 
St. Andrews playing any 
easier,” Mcllroy said. 

It was just as easy for 
John Daly, a former cham¬ 
pion at St. Andrews and 
now the ultimate long 
shot. He first energized 
the gallery by bashing tee 
shots and making enough 
birdies for a 66, matching 
his best score in the Bri¬ 
tish Open. 

And it was just as easy 
for Tiger Woods, who ran 
off three straight birdies 
late in his round for a 67. 

There were 45 rounds 
in the 60s, 73 players bro¬ 
ke par and the average 
score was under par — 
71.75. Mike Weir of 
Bright’s Grove, Ont., was 
among those who didn’t 
get in on the action, firing 
a 73. 

On the other hand, no 
one took advantage like 
Mcllroy, a 21-year-old 


from Northern Ireland 
with a game beyond his 
years. His 63 tied the lo¬ 
west score in any major, 


and it was only the second 
such score at St. Andrews. 

Of the eight players 
who have shot 63 in the 


British Open, Mcllroy is 
the only one to do it in the 
first round.
